WETA 
hurdles 
its final 

obstacle

GW hurdled its final legal obstacle to 
l the WETA building construction on 
(Monday when the D.C. Zoning 
l Commission unanimously gave the 
project the go-ahead. 

The commission paved the way for 
GW and WETA to begin constructing 
the new building at 2 1 st and H streets by 
closing the file several weeks after it 
was reopened. 

I The approval was the last step in a 
process the University expected to final- 
ize last month, said Scott Cole, GW 
associate vice president for business. By 
this time next year. Cole said GW hopes 
the architect’s plans are finalized. 

The WETA building now joins the 
plans for a new residence hall and reno- 
vations to the Marvin Center in three 
rapid, legal approvals within two weeks, 
a coincidence by Cole’s terms. 

“We are encouraged that all three 
were approved within two weeks,” Cole 
said, considering that all three projects 
began their legal processes at different 
limes. 

The fourth major project within 
GW’s Campus Plan comes to the front 
burner Thursday night as the University 
takes its plans for the Health and Well- 
ness Center before the Advisory Neigh- 
borhood Commission at its monthly 
meeting. 

Monday’s approval, however, came 
after the zoning commission reopened 
the WETA building docket and consid- 
ered a bill introduced by Rep. Pete Stark 
(D-Calif.) questioning the enforcement 
°f the District’s 1910 Building Heights 
Law. Stark said the WETA building 
Would violate District’s rules on build- 
heights. 

The commission received letters 
from Stark and from the ANC urging the 
eoiffinission to keep the file open and 
accept further comment. The commis- 
sioners, however, did not see a need to 
jhscuss the building in terms of Stark’s 
legislation. 

“Obviously, (Stark) feels there has 
’’ecn a misinterpretation of the law for 
®any, many years,” commissioner John 
"arsons said. “But I don’t think this bill 
should apply to this case.” 

Stark’s bill, which does not specifi- 
'% target the WETA building but 
buildings in the District in general,

Gore will celebrate 
Earth Week at GW 

Vice president to speak in University Yard

Vice President A1 Gore, who has made environmental activism a part of his 
political calling, will join GW students to celebrate Earth Week next Thursday. 

Gore will attend a White House conference on climate action on the University 
Yard. GW President Stephen Joel Trachtenberg will assist Gore in the dedication 
of a tree sponsored by the Forest Service’s Urban Community Forestry Program as 
part of the conference’s tree-planting ceremony. 

Gore, author of the 1993 book Earth in the Balance: Ecology and the Human 
Spirit, is noted politically for his environmental activism. 

He was chairman of a Senate delegation to the Earth Summit in Brazil and spon- 
sored the creation of the Strategic Environment Research Program. 

As a senator from Tennessee, Gore authored a resolution preserving Antarctica 
for its ecological significance. 

Next Thursday’s event is sponsored by the White House Office of Environmen- 
tal Affairs and the Environmental Protection Agency. The ceremony will take 
place at 9:30 a.m. 

A statement released by the EPA said “the conference is a result of a White 
House commitment, made in October 1993, to convene a conference of public and 
private partners committed to reducing greenhouse gas emissions.” 

Businesses and government officials involved with greenhouse gas emissions 
will attend the event, the statement said. 

Senior Clinton administration officials also will attend the one-day conference 
at GW, which will be held under tents on the University Y ard. Officials will recog- 
nize leaders in the environmental movement. 

The ceremony will particularly recognize organizations fundamental to the 
success of the White House’s plan for greenhouse gas reduction. 

Earth Week activities at GW will involve agencies throughout the Washington 
area, including NASA and the Smithsonian Institution.

California rep . blasts Clinton , health care

Rep. Dana Rohrabacher (R-Calif.) 
said Tuesday night that he is generally 
optimistic about the future of America 
but is concerned about President Clin- 
ton, whom he called “fascist” and “left- 
wing.” 

Speaking in Mitchell Hall, Rohraba- 
cher said technology continues to 
improve and will someday enable us to 
clean up the environment and colonize 
the moon. 

“We live on the edge of a wonderful 
era,” Rohrabacher explained in his 
speech sponsored by the American 
Collegiate Conservatives. But he said he 
believes that democratic, centralized 
decision making is not working, and the 
Clinton Administration lies to the 
American people. 

“I think Bill Clinton believes in what 
he’s doing, but he’s not being totally 
honest,” Rohrabacher said. “You’re not 
being told the truth,” by schools, films, 
the government and the news, he added. 

Rohrabacher said he opposes Clin- 
ton’s health care proposal, contending 
that it is difficult to get “something for 
nothing.” He added that he believes 


there are three or four good alternatives 
to Clinton’s plan, but each must be 
significantly modified to pass in 
Congress. 

Rohrabacher also criticized the U.S. 
budget, which he said could be balanced 
if unnecessary and wasteful programs 
were cut. He said there is no need for a 
national broadcasting system, involve- 
ment in the arts, a subsidy program with 
farmers or more nuclear weapons. 

The United States also should not aid 
the United Nations or NATO-led forces 
in Bosnia, Rohrabacher said. He also 
called for the United States to withdraw 
from NATO. Rohrabacher suggested 
that the United States tell Serbia to 
remove its troops from Bosnia or else 
bomb them directly. He said the nation 
should pursue this course instead of the 
current policy of attacking Serbian-held 
towns inside Bosnia. 

Rohrabacher, who said he was a 
“hippie” and an “anarchist libertarian” 
before he married and became a journal- 
ist, was later a speech writer for Presi- 
dent Reagan. He now serves on the 
House committees for the District of

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SA Senate approves 7 nominees 


Other cabinet , JCFS

The newly elected members of the 
Student Association Senate approved 
seven nominees for the SA cabinet and 
Joint Committee of Faculty and 
Students at a meeting Tuesday night. 

SA President-elect A1 Park presented 
seven candidates — three for positions 
in his cabinet and four candidates for 
positions on the JCFS. The Senate 
unanimously approved all the 
nominations. 

“I feel that these nominees will make 
up the best cabinet that the S A has had or 
will have,” Park said. “They are a very 
qualified group, and they really repre- 
sent GW.” 

Park said more than 30 people 
applied for seven cabinet positions. He 
also said he plans to create two new 
positions — director of fund raising 
and corporate sponsorship and director 
of Greek affairs — after he is sworn in 
on April 24. 

The Senate-elect approved sopho- 
more Amy Korman as vice president for 
finance. “I’ve heard some rumors about 
the financial state of the SA, and I want 
to do what I can to fix (them),” Korman, 
an accounting major, said. 

Sophomore Marie Condron was 
approved as vice president for public

affairs. Condron has served in the posi- 
tion since former vice president Georgia 
Graham resigned from the position. 
Condron also handled the publicity for 
Homecoming 1994. 

She said her goals for the job were to 
put more effort into publicizing the 
everyday activities of the SA, both 
through SA and other campus 
publications. 

“I think the enthusiasm of A1 and of 
this group will publicize itself,” she 
said. 

The Senate-elect also approved 
sophomore Gary Weisman as vice pres- 
ident for academic affairs. Weisman 
said some of his specific goals were to 
improve the organization of the SA test 
file, to establish a syllabus file and to 
continue work on academic evaluations 
and the honor code. 

The four nominees approved to the 
JCFS positions were Weisman, under- 
graduate Sen. Scott Mory (CCGSAS), 
undergraduate Sen. -elect Graham 
Klemm (SBPM) and freshman Peter 
Sherman. 

Mory, who served on the committee 
this year, said the issues he wanted to 
continue work on included the drafting 
of an honor code and revamping of 
academic evaluations. 

Weisman agreed that the honor code 


was important but said, “I’m going to be 
critical of this issue. If we put together 
an honor code, it has to be done right,” 
he explained. 

The 1994-95 Senate will continue to 
review Park’s appointments during next 
Tuesday’s meeting. Klemm, chair of the 
Senate-elect’s Finance Committee, said 
budget hearings are in progress. The 
Senate will vote on the budget at next 
week’s meeting. 

“We’re taking special steps to make 
sure that what happened with the budget 
this year doesn’t happen again,” Execu- 
tive Vice President-elect Scott Slifka 
said. He said these steps include the 
passage of financial bylaws, as well as a 
focus on better coordination between 
Park, Slifka, Klemm and Korman with 
respect to spending. 

“I think Amy will do a much better 
job of keeping the books. In the past our 
bookkeeping has been terrible,” Slifka 
said. He also said he expected Korman ’s 
job to be more than that of a rubber 
stamp, adding that the Senate needs 
more input and approval from the vice 
president for finance. 

“My feeling is that in the past, our 
allocation process has encouraged 
student groups to overspend,” Slifka 
said. The SA intends to watch group 
spending more closely, he added.

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The University pays a lot of attention to crime in this city. Just about 
every move GW makes takes it in account in some way. For the 
community as a whole, everyone places high priority on keeping up to 
date with current events. That’s why it’s so important to get a full and 
accurate account of criminal proceedings on campus. Unfortunately, the 
present procedure for passing information provides problems right at the 
start, as we have learned with recent complaints regarding our crime 
coverage. 

A part of the Family Educational Rights Privacy Act known as the 
Buckley Amendment protects students’ rights to privacy when it comes to 
academics. That’s fine. But many colleges extend this law to apply for 
crime statistics. Schools withhold names from crime reports, even those 
of victims, under the guise of privacy. That’s when problems ensue. 
Nobody has any way to check the accuracy of police reports, and it 
often appears that police departments can spoon feed information to 
papers. 

Attempting to write one-source articles about crimes cripples journal- 
ists’ ability to accurately tell the story. The best way to prevent crime 
on campus is to make the public aware of everything that happens. That 
can’t happen unless crime stories are truthful, especially when victims 
and witnesses dispute the information in police reports. 

Victims or witnesses complain to us almost every week that a crime 
story misrepresented what really happened. Accounts of events come from 
a victim through an officer, a UPD director and then to the reporter. It 
seems only natural that the facts can get distorted along the way. People 
involved explain that they would have been more than willing to set the 
reporter straight, if only they were contacted in Ihe first place. But that 
becomes impossible when reporters cannot get access to the names of 
students involved in the first place. Any attempt to gel objectivity and 
additional details falls by the wayside. 

It is in everyone’s best interest to know exactly what happens when 
crime is concerned. It allows everyone to act smartly and protect them- 
selves. We’re just asking GW to do what every police district in the 
country is required to do: Give out names and other essential information 
to the public. Why should a university be any exception?

Inequity makes NLC 
an arena for activism 

Oscar Avila’s cynical and trite column (“Purpose of law students’ protest smells 
like big bucks,” April 1 1 , p. 2) is a piece that demands exposure to the light of day. 
Avila myopically reduces the meaning of the recent National Law Center protest. 
In the process, he misses the broader implications of the event. He ignores ques- 
tions as to whether a student body has a legitimate role within a university as advo- 
cates of academic change and whether a university can flourish when its 
administration devalues the concerns and participation of its students. Avila, 
however, muses solely about one topic — money. 

Avila is correct when he says that last week’s protest was about money. The 
student population of the National Law Center feels angry that its tuition is the 
fourth highest in the nation. Furthermore, the students of the NLC believe that it is 
unfair to receive a return of approximately 65 percent of their total tuition 
payments from the University when the American Bar Association mandates that a 
law school is to retain 80 percent. When spread over a student body of 1 ,600, in the 
words of Avila, this truly represents “big bucks.”

Titles mark last shot 
to earn SA distinction

The fundamental weakness of Avila’s article is that he is blind to the purposes 
for which this money is spent; a university, after all, does not bury money in coffee 
cans. The National Law Center is an excellent institution of legal education, 
regarded highly by people throughout the national legal community. The Univer- 
sity, however, seems blind to the fact that it jeopardizes the NLC — and in the end 
itself — by refusing to fund the law school properly and failing to seize the need 
for bold action and intelligent planning. 

One of the student body’s most important concents and one that is integral to the 
continuing position of the NLC as a great law school is the recent reduction of 
funding for the community legal clinics program. Legal clipics not only prepare 
NLC graduates for a diverse practice in the public service, but also provide legal 
counsel to those who are most in need of representation but least able to afford it. If 
Avila was familiar with the work of these clinics, he would no longer be 
“amus(ed)” that these “future lawyers . . . (are) the advocates of civil disobedience 
for the ’90s.” 

Underlying the NLC protest is the issue of access, a concent that threatens the 
integrity of all higher education. The incessant rise in the cost of higher education 
has made it more difficult for people of all backgrounds, especially those from 
middle- and working-class backgrounds, to pursue careers in law, medicine, busi- 
ness and the liberal arts. Simply put, too many people are being priced out of 
entrance to quality education. 

Limiting access to leading academic institutions is a dangerous and ultimately 
self-defeating proposition, both for the affected universities and for society. By 
limiting access, one misses the richness of diverse viewpoints in the classroom. In 
the law, by limiting access, the legal community loses advocates who will speak 
for the poor and disenfranchised, for working men and women and for the many 
concerns of the community which demand redress. As the administration ponders 
theNLC’s budget and its future, it must understand the effect of its decision upon 
those beyond the walls of this University. 

It is unfortunate that Avila misunderstands the tenor of the NLC protest and 
dismisses our “anger.” Moreover, it is appalling that the University has failed to 
regard the concerns of the NLC, as well as those of all GW students, for such a long

City offers 
options for 
homeless 

Have compassion, Rev. Wimberly! 

For the 200 homeless that Miriam’s 
Kitthen would bring into our neighbor- 
hood, think of the several thousand in 
Foggy Bottom, many of them elderly, 
who see their whole way of life 
threatened by violence and disorder. 

Think of the elderly couple whose 
greatest pleasure is going to the 
Kennedy Center for a music program. 
Now too risky, they will lock their door 
and stay in this evening. Or what about 
the necessary trip to the Safeway or 
Peoples Drug, not in the evening 
anymore. Pair off or go in a group if 
possible. 

Think of the woman worker who 
tucks a dollar bill in her pocket to be 
given quickly to the aggressive 
panhandler to avoid insult or worse. For 
these people, Rev. Wimberly 
compassion!

But if we object strongly to some- 
thing threatening, we should try to offer 
an alternative. I have investigated. 
There are at least half a dozen breakfast 
feeding programs in our Northwest area. 
For a small expense, a shuttle bus could 
carry the homeless from the 19th Street 
location to one of these. 

S.O.M.E. (So Others May Eat), at 
their 71 O St. N.W. dining room feed 
more than 1,100 a day. Breakfast starts 
from 7:30 a.m.; lunch from 11:30 a.m. 

Salvation Army is perhaps the best 
bet. The Army operates a feeding van 
each afternoon from 17th Street to 
Pennsylvania Avenue to 21st Street and 
Virginia Avenue. For a modest contri- 
bution for expenses, we might arrange 
for the Army to operate the van early 
roomings as far as 19th Street. 

If the International Monetary Fund 
still wants no part of the homeless, let us 
investigate these possibilities. 

Some of us feel your members have 
little regard for the people of Foggy 
Bottom because not even a dozen actu- 
ally live near your new location. But if 
violence and trashing of the neighbor- 
hood becomes too alarming, one of your 
supporters, Mr. Dixon, promises, 
“church members will patrol the area, 
discipline the disruptive people, and 
clean up when necessary.” 

One homeless man is quoted, if the 
kitchen is closed down that, “it could 
lead normally law abiding citizens to 
participate in illegal activities. When 
people are hungry they feel more desp- 
erate and might engage in desperate 
actions.” Threatening what, for 
instance? Remember, one woman 
knocked down and robbed of her purse, 
one person injured by a burglar in the 
home, the whole neighborhood is justi- 
fiably frightened. 

A final plea. Some of your supporters 
have suggested that if the kitchen is 
brought over it might be expanded to 
include Sunday mornings. Then some of 
the homeless might alsQ. benefit from 
your morning services. If you do ignore 
the ruling, Rev. Wimberly, will you 
pledge to invite the homeless on Sunday 
mornings as well?

Dr. Stanley Reiser outlines his education approach to health care Monday. 

Doctor encourages 
health care discourse 

Physicians must be more candid, Reiser says 


Technology has been, at times, the 
“villain” to health care, but we must 
look forward to a time when it will be 
the “hero,” said Stanley Reiser in a 
lecture Monday night in the Marvin 
i Center. 

‘This is a great time to be in health 
tare,” Reiser said, but there must be 
“technological and political fixes” to 
move health care forward. 

Reiser, speaking on the topic of 
“Technology at the Tableof Health Care 
Reform: Who Pays the Check?” was 
I joined by GW Medical School professor 
* Kenneth Schaffner, who chaired the 
panel. 

Reiser explained that health care 
reform is based on two principles: tech- 
nology and politics, which both have 
played important roles in the past. 

h the. 1980s, Reiser said the trend in 
j health care was the “diagnostically 
related group.” Today, Reiser said the 
trend has moved to “health alliances.” 


But Reiser said he advocates an 
“educational approach” to health care 
reform. Doctors must ask themselves 
what causes diseases instead of simply 
treating the “lesions,” he said. 

Reiser proposed “causal thinking,” 
which uses an ecological approach and 
seeks to find interactions between 
patients, disease and the environment. 

Reiser also criticized the current 
industry, in which patients are often 
misled about their illnesses. Doctors 
must also educate “the consumers of 
medicine,” he explained, adding that 
patients are smart enough to make their 
own decisions. 

It is irrational to leave patients out of 
the choice for health care, Reiser said. 
Right now, he said, we have 240 million 
“illiterate Americans when it comes to 
health care.”

It’s been 15 years since Cathy last saw her old 
flame, Tommy Andrews (Ken Wahl), but after 
receiving an invitation to her high school reunion, 
she begins having sexual fantasies about him 
daily. The problem: Cathy is happily married with 
two kids. 

Yet every problem contains a solution, and for 
Cathy, the solution to this problem is simple. She 
asks Emily for the ultimate favor: look T ommy up 


in Denver and sleep with him. 

Reluctantly, Emily agrees to look him up, but 
promises nothing more. Upon her return home, 
however, she gushes about Tommy and proceeds 
to dump her own boyfriend, Elliot (Brad Pitt). 
This, of course, throws Cathy into a state of mass 
hysteria. 

This sequence of events takes up about the first 
half of the movie. The second half is where it 
begins to lose track of itself and delves into the 
land of confusion. Emily discovers she is 
pregnant with Elliot’s child and decides to go 
through with the pregnancy without him. Cathy, 
insisting that Elliot must be told, sneaks around 
with him, explaining the situation and offering 
suggestions as to how he can win Emily back. 
This causes Cathy’s husband (Bill Pullman) to 
believe the two are having an affair. 

When Emily finds out that Cathy told Elliot, 
she blurts out that the baby is Tommy’s, providing 
Cathy with the perfect opportunity to go find her 


long lost love. After all, she believes he must be 
told he has fathered a child. 

So Cathy goes to Denver to find Tommy, Elliot 
goes to Denver to find Emily (who is there on 
business) and Cathy’s husband, thinking that 
Cathy and Elliot are in Denver together, goes to 
find out once and for all what his wife is up to.

Funk-rap pioneers 
are gurus of genre

E ver so gradually, the incorporation of jazz and hip-hop has increased, 
leading up to the current influx of fusion artists creating the “flavor of the 
month” atmosphere of jazz-rap. 

If only more people realized the novelty appeal of much of this current crop 
of trend-surfers and that a few artists really have been producing jazz-rap for 
longer than most hip-hop acts have existed. 

Foremost among the pioneers is the Brooklyn duo Gangstarr, which has 
dedicated not merely an album and six months to jazz-rap, but fourLPs and the 
better part of five years. 

The pair debuted in 1989 with No More Mr. Nice Guy (Wild Pitch), which 
first received notoriety in 1990 with “Jazz Thing.” A single produced by Bran- 
ford Marsalis that appeared in Spike Lee’s film Mo ’ Better Blues came next, 
followed by two minor masterpieces — 1991 ’s Step in the Arena and 1992’s 
Daily Operation, both on Chrysalis. 

After taking a hiatus for lead vocalist GURU’S solo album Jazzmatazz: Vol. 
1 (Chrysalis), Gangstarr returns with its fourth effort, Hard to Earn (Chrysalis). 
And now that everyone else is beginning to warm up to jazz -rap, Gangstarr is 
edging toward more unexplored territory. 

While Hard to Earn doesn’t depart radically from any of GURU and DJ 
Premier’s formulas, it becomes apparent the band may be tiring of the jazz-rap 
label. The result is a solid, mildly experimental work that stays largely within 
the context Gangstarr’s fans have come to expect. It may not be a defining work 
in its subgenre, as was the band’s second and third albums, but it is hardly a 
disappointment. 

As always, DJ Premier lays down more of the smoothest tracks to te found in 
hip-hop, from the stripped-down, thoroughly hypnotic beats on “Code of the 
Streets” and “Mass Appeal” to the stunningly arranged, arrhythmic backing 
that creeps up on “ALONGWAYTOGO,” “Speak Ya Clout” and “Words from 
the Nutcracker.” It’s not just jazz he manipulates, but strings, classical- 
sounding piano and a few completely cryptic sources. 

That’s not to say that GURU is not an able vocalist. Contrary to the beliefs of 
many, talented rap artists are capable of a vocal range, and GURU hits one. 
Though his trademark is an ultra-mellow baritone ideally suited to Gangstarr’s 
music, he often changes up his own style. 

He sounds so throaty on “ALONGWAYTOGO” that it appears the vocals 
were recorded a speed lower, sounds uncharacteristically urgent on “Suckas 
Need Bodyguards,” and, in one memorable line from “Tonz ‘O’ Gunz,” lilts 
through a slow, dancehall delivery. 

GURU’s voice is another impressive instrument at Gangstarr’s disposal, 
more important to the music than any lyrics he might deliver. 

One might hope Gangstarr would do away with the intros and two-to-three 
minute interludes that seem to clutter almost all of its albums and show up yet 
again on Hard to Earn. One might also wish Premier and GURU would do away 
with the less-talented guest vocalists (excluding Jeru the Damaja, a talented 
up-and-comer) and instead rely on its own ample skills. 

But that amounts to little more than nit-picking. The fact remains that Gangs- 
tarr, with Hard to Earn, has remained well ahead of the jazz-rap pretenders.

“To hold this project hostage to antici- 
pate the outcome of that (bill) is unfair 
and inappropriate,” Parsons said. 

Commissioner Jerrily Kress, who 
originally voted against reopening the 
file, said the commission “has the 
authority and tradition to make a deci- 
sion at this time.”

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‘Pissed Off Wimmin’ confiscate papers 


(CPS) — A group calling itself “Pissed Off Wimmin” 
in Coral Gables, Fla., claimed responsibility for destroy- 
ing 10,000 pro-life newspaper inserts that were supposed 
to be distributed April 5 by The Miami Hurricane. 

However, the student newspaper at the University of 
Mianv has vowed to deliver reprinted advertising supple- 
ments as sciK-duled. 

“The bottom line is that we’re not going to let this get in 
the way of getting information out there,” said Julio 
Fernandez, the Hurricane’s business manager. 

Fernandez said staff intended to distribute the newspap- 


ers the morning of April 5 rather than the night before to 
prevent anyone from confiscating or destroying issues at 
distribution points. 

The group faxed a press release to the newspaper on 
March 28, claiming responsibility for trashing the supple- 
ments. Police believe the inserts from Human Life of 
Minnesota Inc., a pro-life organization, were destroyed 
between 2:30 a.m. and 5 a.m. that day. 

The 12-page tabloids were strewn across the floor of a 
stairwell in the student union, and red paint was poured on 
them.

Fla . housing bill similar toD.C. ’s 

Ordinance would restrict number of students living in one house

A Tallahassee, Fla., ordinance 
similar to one proposed in the 
District that would have restricted 
the number of college students 
allowed to live in one house has been 
put on the back burner. 

The ordinance originally was 
proposed to solve specific problems 
involving rowdy residents, but 
studies and reaction from the 
community revealed it also might 
affect other groups, such as elderly 
people or single mothers who want to 
live together to reduce housing costs. 

In the District, the Rooming 
House Licensing Amendment of 
1993, if passed, would mostly affect 
students at Georgetown and Ameri- 
can universities because of their 


areas’ classifications as low -density 
residential zone. GW is zoned as 
medium-density, which is not 
targeted by the bill. 

A D.C. committee headed by 
councilman John Ray (at large) has 
postponed a hearing on the bill, said 
Student Association Executive Vice 
President Paul Hamilton. Hamilton 
predicted the bill may pass through 
that committee, but the D.C. Council 
will turn it down. 

Hamilton said student leaders 
from area colleges have “done all 
that we can do” to prevent the bill’s 
passage. 

The Tallahassee City Commission 
received a report on the feasibility of 
limiting the number of non-related 
people living in a single-family 
home. But the group decided instead 


to identify geographic areas that 
have provoked complaints and study 
the specific causes before acting on 
the ordinance. 

“I don’t know that an ordinance is 
what we need to get to,” Tallahassee 
Mayor Penny Herman said. 

City officials there, however, said 
they were interested in protecting 
neighborhoods, some of which have 
reported noise and parking problems 
and poor care of the rental properties. 

Hamilton said the District’s bill, 
as well as those in Florida and in 
Maryland, prove that this issue “has 
implications everywhere.” He also 
questioned these bills’ 
constitutionality.

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Sluggers downed by Terps, 9-8 

‘ Controversial ’ play in 8th leads to UMD’s 12th-inning comeback

The GW baseball team dropped 
another heartbreaker, its third straight 
game in a row, 9-8, to the University of 
Maryland. 

After being down 8-1, Maryland 
rallied back to snatch the 12th-inning

victory away from the Colonials after 
almost 4 'A hours of play Tuesday at 
Barcroft Field. 

“We began the game with a very 
aggressive offense,” head coach Jay 
Murphy said. “We did a great job 
putting the ball in play.” 

GW scored three quick runs in the 
second inning, followed by five more in 
the third. But that was the end of GW’s 
offense, as it stranded a total of 14 
baserunners. 

“We left a lot of guys on,” third base- 
man Steve Miller said. “It was very 
frustrating.” 

GW watched its seven-run lead 
dwindle away during the fifth and sixth 
innings as the Terps scored five unan- 


swered runs. 

“Pitching-wise we gave up a few too 
many runs,” Murphy said. 

The momentum switched entirely 
during a controversial play in the eighth 
inning. With the score at 8-7 and two 
outs, Maryland had runners at first and 
third. 

“The man on first attempted to steal 
second and got caught in a rundown. 
During this time, the man on third 
scored,” Murphy explained. “The 
runner on first, however, went out of the 
baselines and should have been auto 
matically called out, and the tying run 
never should have scored. Unfortu- 
nately, the umpire didn’t rule it that 
way.” 

The game went into extra innings, 
and with two outs in the 12th, freshman 
Ryan Dewey gave up a single that drove 
home the winning run. 

“When you’re hot, you’re hot,” 
Miller said. “And when you’re cold, 
that’s it. We began the year with every- 
thing going our way, and now it’s the 
other way.” 

Miller went two-for-four before leav- 
ing the game in the fifth inning after he 
was hit in the face with a ground ball.

Sports brief 


Three decades of GW men’s 
basketball will be represented when 
Mike Brown, Howard Hoffman and 
the late George Garber are inducted 
into the University’s Athletic Hall of 
Fame April 25 at the Smith Center. 

GW will honor Brown (Class of 
1985), Hoffman (’50) and Garber 
(’40) at noon as part of the Senior 
Honors Luncheon, which also recog- 
nizes GW senior athletes, MVP 
selections and the men’s and 
women’s teams that earned the high- 
est grade point averages this year. 

Brown is GW’s second all-time 
leading scorer(l, 916) and rebounder 
(1,166) and is in his ninth season as a 
professional basketball player. He is 
in his first year with the Minnesota 


Timberwolves after spending two 
seasons with the Chicago Bulls and 
five (1989-93) with the Utah Jazz. 
The Bulls drafted him in the third 
round in 1985, but he played in Italy 
for two years. 

Garber was GW’s captain in 
1939-40 and earned All-District 
honors both years. He excelled in 
offense alongside key defender Red 
Auerbach on teams that went 39-18 
in three years. He later returned to 
coach GW and died in 1984 at age 
66 . 

Hoffman played under Garber and 
is the first former letter winner to be 
inducted for loyal generosity to GW. 


“We’re now past the halfway point 
and getting down to the clutch,” leadoff 
hitter Lance Migita said. “But we’re still 
getting out the kinks.” 

Migita said the main difficulty the 
team has to overcome is putting the 
whole game together. “We’re a good 
six-inning team,” he said. “But we let up 
a little. We’ve been jumping out with 
big leads and then laying off.” 

Miller said the team’s attitude is 
important now. “It’s do or die. We have 
tough games ahead of us, but we hold 
our own destiny,” he explained. 


Saturday and Sunday’s home series 
against St. Joseph’s will determine the 
future of the team’s season. The Colo- 
nials are in fourth place in the Atlantic 
10 and struggle to hold on to that posi- 
tion, which would guarantee a playoff 
spot. “We have to get our killer instinct 
back,” Migita said.

Their efforts do not go unnoticed 
either. At any meet, spectators would be 
remiss if they failed to notice the 
Colonial Women cheering each other 
on and hugging after each routine. 
Regardless of the outcome, if each 
competitor is putting forth her best, her 
teammates are satisfied. 

“We all want everyone to do the best 
they can. The best way to accomplish 


that is through a lot of cheering and a lot 
of support,” junior Nancy Akers said. 

The team spends so much time 
together that it develops the relationship 
of a family. Akers said that as an 
upperclassman, she also plays an integ- 
ral role in helping the younger 
gymnasts. 

Senior Andria Longeretta agreed 
with this sentiment. “We’re probably 
each other’s best friends,” she said. “It’s 
like a family away from home. We like 
each other for who we are.” 

She said she also works hard to help 
the rest of the team feel comfortable. 
“With a little laugh or smile, I can help 
out everyone else. I can make them feel 
that everything is all right,” Longeretta 


explained. 

While most of the progress must be 
attributed to the team’s hard work, 
Cunningham clearly lays the founda- 
tion, Longeretta said. “Margie sets the 
guidelines and provides the framework, 
but we build on it,” she said. 

The coach gears practices toward 
enhancing the unity. Workouts include 
specific exercises that promote the 
sense of togetherness. 

Their relationship on the floor has 
helped the Colonial Women become 
more successful. Knowing their team- 
mates are supporting allows the athletes 
to perform better. “The fact that we’re 
such a team makes us do even better 
than expected,” Lori Franklin said.
